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REMARKS 

Claims 6, 7, 10, 1 1, 18, 19, 22, and 23 remain in the application for 
consideration of the Examiner. 

Reconsideration and withdrawal of the outstanding rejections are respectfully 
requested in light of the above amendments and following remarks. 

Claims 6 and 7 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite. 

Claim 6 has been amended to take into consideration the helpful comments of 
the Examiner as set forth in the Office Action. 

It is respectfully submitted that Claims 6 and 7 are in full compliance with 35 
U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph, and particularly points out and distinctly claims the 
subject matter which Applicants believe is their invention. 

Claims 1-5, 8-9, 12-17, 20-21 , and 24-25 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) 
as being anticipated by Flannagan; and Claims 6-7, 10, 1 1, 18, 19, 22, and 23 were 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103 as being unpatentable over Flannagan. 

These rejections are respectfully traversed. 

It is respectfully submitted that Flannagan does not disclose or suggest the 
presently claimed invention including the second (third) transistor receiving a second 
(third) bias voltage in independent Claims 6 and 18, and the resistor as set forth in 
Claims 10 and 22.
